At a separata press confere- 
nce Mr. Assad said he had not 
discussed with Dr. Owen the 
possibility of British arms sales 
to Syria, and implied there 
was no need for such supplies

British sources said Dr. Owen 
had mentioned the subject when 
discussing British-Syrian trade 
with Prime Minister Abdul Rah- 
man Khleifawi last night.

We fir- 
J inly believe that force is not an 
answer to toe problem. It has 
not worked in the past, and it 
will not work in the future. 

“Our course of moderation 
has been pursued with patience 
and perserverance, often in 
solitude, and criti cism, and 
with considerable sacrifice, but 
it' has been vindicated, and is 
in some measure responsible 
for the more positive condi- 
tions for peace which now pre- 
vail. I believe the course of 
Middle East history would have 
been radically and adversely 
different if this polity had fai- 
led. Regrettably, it still could 
if the opportunity for peace is 
not grasped now...” 

“The United States cannot 
remain captive to old worn out 
and incorrect assumptions such 
as the assumption that only Is- 
rael has security needs, that Is- 
rael’s survival is the only issue 
in the conflict, that the Arabs 
seek the destruction of Israel, 
and that the Palestinians are 
violent, intransigent and un- 
compromising. These are my- 
ths which have clou led the 
vision of many a well-meaning 
Western leader and citi- 
zen. For years these myths 
have blocked the search for 
peace. The facts are different. 
The Arabs did not create the 
conflict. It was imposed on 
them. The Palestinian people 
did not attack and occupy by 
force the homeland of another 
people. They were forced out 
of their homeland by IsraeL 
The threat to Israel’s survival 
is a subjective assumption. Hie 
dispersal and homelessness of 
toe Palestinians is an objective 
fact. Nor is toe question of se- 
curity one-sided. If anyone, the 
Arabs should be paranoic about 
security. It is our lands which 
have been invaded and occu- 
pied. Jordan is almost half her 
former size. Israel is many ti- 
mes hers. Syrian and Egyptian 
territories are under occupa- 
tion, and the Palestinian peo- 
ple have their entire homeland 
under Israeli occupation. 

“One cannot expect toe Arab 
states and the Palestinian peo- 
ple to recognise Israel’s rights 
if she does not recognise theirs. 
Israel’s refusal to recognise Pa- 
lestinians’ rights because they 
do not recognise hers begs the 
issue. 

“The Palestinian people must 
be a party to the solution of 
a problem which is basically 
theirs. We cannot reverse his- 
tory, but we can redeem its vi- 
ctims. We can deal with injus- 
tices honourably, and recogni- 
se the rights of others which 
we claim for ourselves. 

“The Palestinian people must 
be able to decide freely and 
peacefully their future.

Palestinians who were expelled 
and uprooted from their home- 
land must exercise the right of 
return or compensation. The 
Palestinians who have lived si- 
nce 1967 under Israeli occupa- 
tion must be allowed to exer- 
cise their right of self-determi- 
nation -- including their right 
to establish a national politi- 
cal entity after Israeli withdra- 
wal. This Is the only realistic 
and moral definition of tbe 
idea which President Carter bo- 
ldly expressed when he called 
for the Palestinian homeland. 
We in Jordan will respect the 
decision of the Palestinian pe- 
ople. If it is to be a Palestinian 
state, we accept that, if it ir to 
be affiliated with Jordon we 
would welcome toe resumption 
of natural brotherly ties. 

“All this can and must hap- 
pen in toe context of peace, 
it is the pre-requisite as well 
as toe guarantee of peace. We 
seek both a settlement and a 
las t ing peace. The Arab parties, 
while seeking the end of occu- 
pation and redress for the Pa- 
lestinians, are ready for the ob- 
ligations of peace. Measures 
such as partial demilitarization, 
international guarantees, con- 
crete security arrangements 
are all matters to be discussed 
and agreed upon. The import- 
ant fact is that peace is an at- 
titude and a state of mind. It 
can only be safeguarded by toe 
absence of grievance and by 
readiness to co-exist. It can 
certainly not be safeguarded 
b> expanded borders. It can 
never be achieved by military 
means. 

“Let me stress an essential 
point Peace is needed by all 
sides, not by one side. Securi- 
ty is the legitimate goal of all. 
For peace to be lasting and 
stable it must be just and fair 
for alL This is the basis on 
which toe search for peace 
must proceed. 

“When this is accepted it 
becomes readily apparent that 
the obstacles to a solution are 
not procedural. They do not 
involve attendance or non-att- 
endance at a Geneva peace 
conference, recognition of cer- 
tain parties, entities or non- 
entities, the anatomy of secure 
borders, the imposition or nego- 
tiation of peace terms. These 
are matters of form and deta- 
il. They can all be resolved, 
with the support of the inter- 
national community, if and 
when the parties are sincerely 
prepared to make peace. 

"But Israel must first gather 
enough historic courage to seek 
a lasting peace. At the moment 
she is more frightened of peace 
than she is of war. The cha- 
llenge of risking the illusory 
security of military occupation, 
in exchange for the security 
which peace would afford, app- 
ears to be beyond her present 
imagination or courage.

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Auspicious signs 

There are auspicious signs that President Carter 
may be the first president of the United States to 
tackle the Middle East problem squarely. 

King Hussein was not stinting in his praise for 
the American head of state; notably, he singled out 
President Carter’s readiness to discard old. assump- 
tions and his bold exploration of new perspectives. 
This, together with what the King termed President 
Carter’s dynamism and lack of fear of controversy, 
are indications that a truly new initiative may be 
forthcoming from Washington. 

Yet the implied departure from the established 
patterns of U.S. policy in the Middle East means that 
President Carter is headed for a show down with 
domestic forces in his country that have pushed U.S. 
interests in the area. 

There are powerful lobbies, influential senators 
and significant sections of the news media who will 
raise a tremendous hue and cry if the administration 
in Washington should be anything but wholehearted 
in its support for Israel’s terms. 

One of the chief tasks President Carter will be 
facing, if he embarks on this course, is to convince 
the American people that a great deal of the so called 
Arab threat to Israel is more imagined than real 
- - even if one cannot convince them that it is Israel 
which constitutes a threat to the Arab states. 

Mr. Carter can also teH his people that Dr. Kis- 
singer’s carrot and stick policy although more 
enlightened than that of Ids predecessors - - is no 
longer sufficient to safeguard U.S. interests in the 
region, and that the inroads of American influence ! 
hi the Middle East (at the expense . of the Soviets) 
need a more daring follow-up and justification to 
tvoid severely disappointing the people of the area. 

Mr. Carter is also in a position - - if he plays his i 
cards well and if his heart is In it - - to put Israel to 
the test by challenging its leaders to come up with a i 
list of what they are willing to do for peace, what ; 
they are willing to give up, rather than what they j 
want out of a peace agreement. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT newspaper comm- 
ents on the Arab boycott of Is- 
rael, following recent announ- 
cements by some Arab officials 
on the new American legisla- 
tions banning American com- 
panies from complying to Arab 
boycott requests. 

The paper says that the boy- 
cott is an Arab weapon that 
has been used ever since its 
foundation to disrupt Israeli 
“enjoyment of its military st- 
rength." 

The boycott’s effectiveness st- 
retched to many parts of the 
world with the existance of two 
contradicting elements : The 
first being the growth of Is- 
rael's military strength with 
the incurring impact of its agg- 
ression against the Arab World, 
and the other being the growth 
of the Arabs economic and po- 
litical power in the world. 

These elements have pushed 
Israel to start a new kind of 
war against the Arab World, 
not initiated in Tel Aviv but 
in Washington, New York and 


other economic centres where 
Israel exercises influence.

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Salvation Army takes time 
to elect a new leader, but 
the good work never stops

LONDON, April 27 (R). — 
Senior officers of one of the 
world’s largest armies meet in 
London this week to appoint 
their new supreme commander. 

The army in question is a 
militant international force 
comprising hundreds-of -thous- 
ands of soldiers and 17,000 offi- 
cers operating in 82 countries. 

Its motto is “blood and Fire”, 
one of its more rigorous discip- 
lines is “knee drill”, it has a 
“War Cry”, and for exemplary 
service a career can be corwn- 
ed with “Promotion to Glory”. 

It is the Salvation Army -- 
devoted not to killing the 
enemy but to saving men’s 
snails through the Christian 
faith. 

Senior officers arriving here 
from around the world will 
cany out knee drill when they 
kneel to pray next Sunday. In 
the next edition of the move- 
ment’s War Cry newspaper 
they will read details of the 
High Council they are attending 
- - from April 29 - - to elect the 
Salvation Army's next generaL 

None will probably wish to 
be Promoted to Glory before 
the council ends, for that is 
how the army refers to the 
death of Salvationists. How- 
ever, the "Blood and Fire” 
motto will be very much in 
mind, for it. is intended to re- 
mind them of the blood of 
Jesus Christ and the fire of the 
Holy Spirit 

Like the conclave of Roman 
Catholic cardinals which meets 
in secret to elect a new pope, 
so the Salvation Army's High 
Council meets in secret to 
select a new general. 

The council comprises all the 
movement’s commissioners and 
colonels, the most senior ranks 
below that of the generaL And 
it is from among this gather- 
ing that the new leader win be 
selected. 

Nominees for the post are 
subjected to questioning by the 
council, and voting goes on 
until one person emerges with 
an absolute two- thirds majo- 
rity. 


Britain, 
Argentina 
to discuss 
Falklands 


dispute 


LONDON. April 27 (AFP). — 
Britain and Argentina will be- 
gin talks in June or July on 
their future relations, includ- 
ing the question of the sove- 
reignty over the disputed Bri- 
tish-owned Falklands Islands, it 
was announced in the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

The announcement came in 
the form of a written reply by 
Foreign Minister David Owen 
to a parliamentary question. 
The reply was read by Under- 
secretary of State at the 
Foreign Office Ted Rowlands, 
as Dr. Owen is in the Middle 
East. 

The Anglo- Argentmian ne- 
gotiations will also deal with ' 
economic cooperation in the 
Falklands area in particular 
and the southwest Atlantic in 
general. 

Observers noted it would be 
the first time that the ques- 
tion of sovereignty over the 
Falklands, claimed by Argen- 
tina, will be the subject of offi- 
cial negotiations, property 
speaking. between the two 
countries. 

Dr. Owen said the negotia- 
tions would not prejudice either 
side’s position concerning the 
Falklands* sovereignty. Obser- 
vers remarked that the view in 
Whitehall is that Britain's 
rights to its Falklands colony 
are “indisputable". 

Dr. Owen said that the nego- 
tiations, which would affect the 
Falkland’s future, would have 
two objectives: 

1 — To find a peaceful solu- 
tion to the sovereignty dispute. 

2 — - The creation of a con- 
text for ^iglo-Aigentiniaa eco- 
nomic cooperation which will 
make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the development of the 
islands and the region as a 
whole. 

Britain would consult the 
islands' people throughout the 
negotiations, Dr. Owen said- * 

The date, venue, and level 
of the negotiations will be de- 
cided by discussions between 
the British and Argentinian 
governments. 


It took eight days to elect 
the retiring leader, Gen. Clar- 
ence Wiseman, so it is likely 
to be well into May before the 
mtm is known of his successor 
-- the eleventh general in the 
army’s 109-year history. 

In an interview with Reuters 
at the army's International 
Headquarters in London, Gen. 
Wiseman said one of the major 
challenges confronting the new 
leader would be to adapt the 
movement's social services to 
changing needs. 

' 'We’ve got to be prepared to 
jettison old ways of doing 
things," said the generaL He 
cited as an example the dimi- 
nishing need for institutions to 
shelter unmarried mothers and 
said there was a growing num- 
ber of young people with psy- 
chiatric problems needing care. 

Stressing the importance of 
work in the Third World, Gen. 
Wiseman said the army had not 
encountered difficulties result- 
ing from political attitudes in 
such countries. 

“The Salvation Army is an 
apolitical movement,” he said. 
“We do not get involved in 
local politics and we do not 
enclose the consciences of our 
members within an iron-clad 
system. 

“We say that Salvationists 
should obey the laws of their 
country. The only time when a 
Salvationist should seriously 
object --to the point where, 
if necessary, he should give 
his life -- is if' he is aksed to 
bend the knee to any other 
than our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ” 

He said the number of ex- 
patriate officers serving in the 
Third World was decreasing. 
The recruitment of local offi- 
cers was being encouraged, 
looking ahead 10 to 20 years 
to ensure a continuity of sound 
leadership. 

The Salvation Army was ex- 
pelled from East European 
Communist nations and from 
China in the late forties and 
early fifties. The only Commu- 
nist country in which it ope- 
rates openly today is Cuba. 

Gen Wiseman was reluctant 
to discuss Cuba, but the Salva- 
tion Army 1976 Year Book lists 
Mai. Jesus Santos as the senior 
Cuban officer, and adds: "New- 
comers are attending meetings, 
soldiers are being enrolled... 
a spirit of enthusiasm and 
vitality is evident among 
(Cuban) Salvationists." 

While the High Council 
meets, the key, grassroots work 
of the army will be .continuing 
around the world. 

Reuter correspondents met 
some of the full-time officers 
involved in Hong Kong, Rio de 
Janeiro, Stockholm and Ghiwe- 
she, Rhodesia. 

These officers - - paid modest 
salaries and permitted to marry 
only fellow officers -- continue 
the tradition of the first Gene- 
ral, William Booth. Appalled by 
the wretchedness of Britain’s 
poor in . the late 19th century, 
he founded the army to help 
improve their material condi- 
tions and to offer spiritual hope. 

Hong Kong: The army’s so- 
cial services in Britain's teem- 
ing Chinese colony are run by 
Maj. Glen Gtlden, a silver- 
haired American. 

With an annual budget of 3 
million Hong Kong dollars 
(£375,000), his is one of the 
biggest of the Salvation Army's 
social welfare programmes. He 


is hi charge of homes for the 
elderly, a girls remand home, 
for handicapped children, nur- 
series, clinks, libraries, youth 
centres and vocational training 
centres. 

“The social needs of Hong 
Kong are unlimited," he said. 
“At one of our old people’s 
homes we have a waiting list 
of 90." 

Rio de Janeiro: In a shanty 
town called Azevedo Lima 10$, 
clinging to a Rio hillside. 
Capt. Antonio Lopes Moitinho 
says his parish,' the harsh en- 
vironment of rickety wooden 
shacks, is a breeding ground 
for juvenile delinquents - and 
criminals. 

Recalling one army slogan' 
“Soup, Soap and Salvation,” 
Capt. Moitinho distributes food 
and clothing and on Sundays 
bolds open air services in the 
shanty's muddy alleys. 

“We try to save the souls of 
the criminals and those who 
are on the margins of society." 
he said. 

Stockholm: Col. Johan Baro- 
nowsky serves in Sweden, an 
affluent country where social 
needs are different. 

He has organised construc- 
tion of a modem six-storey 
hostel and a complex of work- 
shops near this Swedish capi- 
taL There are facilities for 80 
alcoholics and other social 
misfits -- untouched by Swe- 
den's extensive state social 
services --to learn new trades 
and begin reintegrating into 
society. 

The son of a Polish revolu- 
tionary who married a Swedish 
woman. Col. Baronowsky also 
served in 1971-74 in the Congo 
Republic, a former French Afri- 
can territory with a s t ro n gly 
leftist government 

Chiweshe, Rhodesia: Capt 
Robin Dunster. a 33-year-old ■ 
white woman, serves as assis- 
tant to Maj. Fenniah Sango, 
the black matron of the army’s 
Howard Hospital hoe mi Afri- 
can tribal land. The phenomen- 
on of a white subordinate to a 
black is not common in white 
minority-ruled Rhodesia. 

Capt Dunster, an Australian 
nurse, said: *T feel it is right I 
should be in- Rhodesia at this 
time. I would rather live with 
people and show them Christia- 
nity at work than hit them over 
the head with a bflble like some 
missionaries did in tile past"

There has been some talk

Idea, when I first heard ft, seemed rather OBy. 
But to my unstoppable drive JWr PgJ® 
to the Holy Land, I have pondered the idea 
mightily, and I have come up. with ano ther 
SldMggesttop. Reader s, of fids Jgkugj^ 
now will have appreciated the foct that I 
am always trying to help bring about peace 
between the Arabs and the Isradis, and the 
matter of moving P ales tin ia n s out of Lebanon 
I see a way to kill two birds with one stone; 
My suggestion is that several hundred thou- 
sand Palestinians be moved out of Leba no n, 
and resettled In Palestine. 

Now I know this fa all quite revolutionary, 
but, as with most things, if you ponder its full 
ramifications, you ww discover that ft serves 
the best purposes of everybody, including the 
Palestinians, the Israelis, the I^ banra e and the 
Arabs in generaL 

The Lebanese rightists (my personal pre- 
ference is to call them the wrongists, but 
rightists seems to be the accepted shorthand) 
say that the root cause of the Lebanese war 
is the presence in the country of too many 
Palestinians, and the Palestinians themselves 
say all they wish to do is to go back to their 
homes in Palestine. If I were a Pa lestinian in 
Lebanon, and somebody suggested to me that 
I should be resettled in, say, Ras A1 Khaimeh 
or southern Libya, I too would probably want 
to stay In Lebanon, on the bads of the ac- 
cepted American commercial dicta that one 
would rather fight than switch. 

So it seems that Lebanese and Palestinian 
interests coincide in the mutual desire to re- 
settle the Palestinians. The lynchpin of my 
plan is the Israelis. For the past year, -the. 
Israelis have been making great publicity out 
of their humanitarian gestures along the bor- 
der in south Lebanon. They've spared no op- 
portunity to tell the world about their “open 
fences” policy and their provision of medkaT 
assistance, work and even poster faculties to . 
the Lebanese who cross the border and make 
use of these facilities. 

My thinking is that if the Israelis accepted 
several hundred thousand Palestinians from 
Lebanon for resettlement in their old homes 
in Palestine itself, this would be the crown- 
ing achievement of rtw Israelis’ immaniuriim 
campai g n in Lebanon. This would be proof 
that the Israelis are serious about their desire 
to live in peace with their Arab neighbours, 
and, more than any other single move, it would 
allow the Israelis to take a concrete step to 
show how far they are really prepared to go 
offering humanitarian assistance to the peo- 
caugbt in the Lebanese war. 

There are other practical considerations for 
the Israelis, and I outline them here to refute 
the accusation that I offer only meaningless 
general suggestions without panting in the 
specific details. 

For one thing, the Palestinians would _ 
vide an added source of cheap labour i or* 
Israelis, which in turn would free more skilled 
Israeli workers to run the country's sopbfati-

Rejecting any idea of overall 
reflation because this might 
rekindle inflation, he neverthe- 
less promised a cautious boost 
to activity next July, asking 
parliament to release 500 mil- 
lion dollars for public invest- 
ment purposes.

Saudi Arabia has no 
ambition to become 
industrial in 20 years 


BONN, April 27 (R). — Saudi 
Arabia does not intend to beco- 
me a Western-style industriali- 
sed country in the next 20 yea- 
rs, Industry Minister Ghazi Ab- 
dul Rahman A1 Qussaiby said 
here yesterday. 

Dr. A1 Qussaiby told a press 
conference Saudi Arabia would 
continue its 142 million dollar 
rive-year development plan des- 
pite snags caused by crowded 
ports, lack of housing and we- 
ak infrastructure. 

The plan was a flexible docu- 
ment which allowed for chan- 
ging needs, he said. 

The minister has been discu- 
ssing West German governme- 
nt involvement in the plan with 
Economics Minister Hans Fri- 
derichs. 

He also talked to the Bayer, 
Veba and Hoechst Chemical co- 
ncerns about their possible par- 
ticipation in Saudi industrial 
projects. Veba will send a team 
there next month. 

Dr. At Qussaiby said : "We 
have no ambitions to become 


an industrialised country in the 
next five, 10 or 20 years. We 
have no illusions of achieving 
in a short space of time what 
took centuries in the West” 


Saudi Arabia was not inte- 
rested in prestige projects at 
home or industrial projects ab- 
road and would concentrate on 
internal development. Dr. A1 
Qussaiby said. 

He said he would sign con- 
tracts in the next few days 
with four concerns in the Far 
East for supplying electric pow- 
er station equipment Western 
tenders were too high, he said.

On a seasonally corrected 
basis, the total was 1,322,600, 
a rise of 1,500 from the March 
figure, the unemployment mi- 
nistry said. 


It said the April rise was 
mainly due to the arrival of 
over 53,500 school leavers on 
the labour market, while the 
number of adult jobless was 
down by 11,455, the third con- 
secutive monthly falL 
Officials saw this as an en- 
couraging sign, along with a 
second monthly increase in 
unfilled job vacancies.

Saudi Arabia 
agrees to 
organise OPEC 
talks soon 


RIYADH, April 27 (AFP). — 
Saudi Arabia and Venezuela, 
two of the major oil produ- 
cers, have agreed to organise 
extended talks soon on the po- 
licy of the 13-state Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) Saudi Fore- 
ign Minister Prince Saud A1 
Faisal announced here yester- 
day. 

The announcement followed 
two days of talks here bet- 
ween .the Saudi Crown Prince, 
Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz, and 
Venezuelan President Carlos 
Andres Perez, who is touring 
Gulf States in an attempt to 
settle the problem of OPEC 
double price levels. 

Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates decided on a 
five per cent price rise for 
crude oil for 1977 after an 
OPEC conference in Qatar last 
December, while the 11 other 
OPEC members including 
Venezuela settled on a 15 per 
cent two-stage increase. 

Prince Saud said Saudi 
Arabia and Venezuela had been 
in agreement here on "all the 
problems of joint interest” 
raised, and a certain number 
of decisions had been made. 

President Perez arrived here 
Monday with a 23-member 
delegation for a three-day of- 
ficial visit. Prince Saud called 
the visit, the first by a 
Venezuelan head of state, "his- 
toric”.

Mr. Fukuda yesterday which 
luted 90 minutes. 

Official details of the dis- 
cussions were not released but 
foreign ministry sources here 
said President Marcos called 
on Japan to provide more 
long-term aid to the member- 
states of the Association of 
South-East Asia Nations 
(ASEAN) - - Indonesia, 
Malasia, Singapore, Thailan d 
and Philippines -- which have 
been hard hit by inflation and 
recession. 

Mr. Fukuda reportedly pro- 
mised to aid these countries 
"as much as possible” but did 
not elaborate on what aid he 
had in mind, sources said. 

President Marcos was also 
understood to have urged Mr. 
Fukuda to visit the ASEAN 
states after the second ASEAN 
s ummi t conference in Kuala 
Lumpur in August. 

Mr. Fukuda repeatedly ex- 
pressed the hope that Japan 
will be invited to attend the 
summit but the attitude of 
ASEAN states on such a pro- 
posal was not known, sources 
said. 

Mr. Fukuda told President 
Marcos that the promotion of 
better ties with Asian coun- 
tries, and particularly ASEAN 
member-states, was a major 
pillar of Japan's foreign poli- 
cy, the sources added. 

Japan has already contrib- 
uted grants and soft loans to- 
talling more than 387 million 
dollars to Philippines in the 
past eight years. The sum eq- 
uals about a quarter of all 
Western aid to Philippines. 

President .Marcos, who is 
due to meet the Japanese pre- 
mier again today, also briefly 
visited the 12th international 
trade fair which opened here 
on Friday for a ten-day ex- 
hibition. 

The Philippines has the larg- 
est exhibit among 25 foreign 
exhibitors at the fair. How- 
ever, President Marcos and his 
wife, hemmed in by about 20 
tight-lipped . security guards 
only spent about 30 minutes 
at the fair site before leav- 
ing in a bulletproof car for 
the government guest house 
where they are staying.

Swiss franc loses 
ground in wake of 
Credit Suisse scandal 


ZURICH, April 27 (R). — Two 
of Switzerland’s major banks 
Tuesday offered massive sup- 
port to one of their compe- 
titors to combat the shock- 
waves of a multi-million franc 
financial scandal.

The two commercial banks 
joined the Swiss National Bank 
in extending a stand-by cre- 
dit to three billion Swiss 
francs (about 690 million ster- 
ling) to the Credit Suisse 
[Bank, which disclosed earlier 
this month it had suffered con- 
siderable losses through a 
branch office’s alleged misma- 
nagement of customers' funds. 

( The credit offer, largest of 
its kind in Swiss banking his- 
tory, followed a meeting 
Monday night of top banking 
officials to consider the pos- 
sible effects of Credit Suisse’s 
{problems on the stock ex- 
change and the foreign ex- 
change market. 

Bank shares eased general- 
ly today and the Swiss france 
slipped downwards against the 
U.S. dollar and the West 
German mark, but a Credit 
Suisse spokesman said there 
had been “no run whatsoever” 
on his tank. No unusual with- 
drawals had been noticed, sen- 


ior press spokesman 
Halbheer said. 

A Lugano public prosecutor 
announced Monday night that 
preliminary inquiries showed 
about 1,000 Italian customers 
at the Credit Suisse Chiasso 
Brandi, near the Italian front- 
ier, been led to rnafcp.

— India and the Soviet Union 
axe to continue to work in .the 
spirit of the 1971 treaty drawn 
up between the two countries, 
ir was announced today. 

The undertaking was enshri- 
ned in a joint communique is- 
sued at the close of a three- 
day official visit to India by 
Soviet Foreign Minister And- 
rei Gromyko. During tal ks here, 
the two countries noted with 
satisfaction that their positions 
were identical or close on many 
major issues, the communique

Mr. Gromyko had held talks 
with Prime Minister Morarji 
Desai and Foreign Minister 
Atal Bibari Vajpayee. 


The talks centred mainly on 
Indo-Soviet relations in the wa* 
ke of the recent change of go- 
vernment here. 

But three economic agreem- 
ents were also signed -- for 
250 minimi roubles ($333 mil- 
lion) -- covering industrial cr- 
edit for India, a supplementary 
bilateral trade plan for the Cu- 
rrezar and for est abli s hin g co- 
mmunications by radio beams 
scattered by the troposphere 
(an upper layer of the atmos- 
phere). 

Indian officials said the cre- 
dit in rouble was offered on 
“softer terms than all previous 
credit” from the Soviet Union. 

The supplemental trade plan 
would boost the value of comm- 


erce between the two countries 
annually from $833 million to 
about $1,000 million- 

Foreign Minister Vajpayee 
said both- sides wanted to fur- 
ther strengthen their friendly 
relations. They agreed that any 
misunderstandings could, best 
be sorted out through direct di- 
scussions, he told newsmen. 

The “troposphere scatter” co- 
mmunications system would be 
built with Indian-made equip- 
ment and Soviet technical aid 
It would function under all we- 
ather conditions and cost aro- 
und 40 million rupees ($5 mil- 
lion).

Verdicts expected today in 2-year trial 

Lawyers for Baader-Meinhof group 
deliver final pleas out of court 


STUTTGART, West Germany, 
April 27 (R). — Defence law- 
yers of the three urban guer- 
rillas of the Baader-Meinhof 
group deliver their final pleas 
to journalists in an hotel here 
today, having refused to 
appear in the specially-built 
bomb-proof courtroom. 


Verdicts and sentences in 
the mammoth trial lasting near- 
ly two years are expected to- 
morrow with the prosecution 
demanding triple life terms for 
the three surviving defendants 


The accused have refused to 
make any formal plea or state- 
ment except to accept “politi- 
cal responsibility” for some 
bombings. Three exploded in 
U.S. army headquarters, killing 
four American soldiers. Others 
were directed at police stations 
and the Conservative Springer 
press. 


- - Mr. Andreas Baader, 33, Mr. 
Gudrun Ennslin, 36 and Mr. 
Jan Carl Raspe. Justice autho- 
rities have warned that the 
three accused, on hunger strike 
for four weeks, could die if 
they are not forcibly fed.

V SAN SALVADOR, April 27 (R). — A guerrilla deadline for the 
execution of El Salvador’s foreign minister passed today with no 
word from his kidnappers. Troops were patrolling the streets In 
some districts of the capital and manning roadblocks. The Red 
Cross was also placed on full alert. But no contact with the 
guerrillas was reported at military headquarters.

UNITED NATIONS, April 27 (R). — Grenada’s Pre mi er Eric
